A Letter to the President on 
Behalf of Our Country and Calley 


* Chaotic emotions and feelings of disbelief 
continue to run high in the Sixth District 
ever the Calley incident. 

` There have been public demonstrations 
to dramatize mounting public sentiment 
against the Lt. Calley conviction. <A local 
draft board has been implored to resign 
or not perform. Veteran groups are or- 
ganizing to work for Calley’s freedom. 

-My district office phones were jammed 
for two days following the verdict and en- 
taged constituents even called me long dis- 
tance at my home to express their personal 
resentment. 

"The people of the Sixth District are not 
buying Lt. Calley’s verdict. They do not 
want arguments . . . they want action, They 
want Calley exonerated. _ They want him 
FREE! 

‘I have written the President of the 
United States imploring him to use his of- 
fice to grant an executive pardon as soon 
as possible. 

: The text of my letter to President Nixon 
en behalf of Lt. Calley — symbol of the 
American soldier in combat — follows... 
Dear Mr. President: 
‚I feel it is my responsibility to report to 
you that without exception every one of 
the many constituents from the Sixth Dis- 
trict of Louisiana contacting me are out- 
raged at the conviction of Lt. Calley. They 
are most vocal and adamant in demanding 
his immediate freedom. 
‘I implore you to exercise the authority 
of your office as Commander in Chief of 
the.. U.S. military forces to relieve the 
chaotic state by granting an immediate 
- executive pardon to Lt. Calley. 

-The feeling of my constituents seems 
consistent __ they~are-not -interested in 
facts, figures, arguments, or rhetoric: They 
wnderstand only that a -dedicated young 
American Army Officer has been convicted 
of. murder growing out of combat operations 
in wartime. And they want him free! 


-Mr. President, my people have enough 
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Arthur, thus allowing Bolshevik terrorism to 
spread unchecked in Asia, resulting in the 
death of millions. Treasonous and criminal 
decisions caused death for thousands of U.S. 
fighting men in Korea. What about atroci- 
ties like these? GEN. GEORGE MARSHALL 
in league with FDR clique in background of 
Pearl Harbor atrocity. Was the king-pin at 
Yalta betrayal. Helped pave the way for Mao 
and Communism in China in late 40’s.

Text of Calley's Statement 


Following is the text of a statement to the 
court by First Lt. William L. Calley Jr. 

“Let me know if you can’t hear me sirs. Your 
Honor, members of the court, I asked my at- 
torney, George Latimer, and my other attorneys 
not to go into mitigation in this case. There’s a 
lot of things that aren’t appropriate, and I don’t 
think it really matters what type of individual 
I am. 

“And I’m not going to stand here and plead 
for my life or my freedom. 


“But I would like you to consider a thousand ` 


more lives that are going to be lost in Southeast 
Asia, the thousands more to be imprisoned, not 
only here in the United States, but in North Viet- 
nam and in hospitals all over the world as 
amputees. be 

“Tve never known a soldier nor did I ever my- 
self ever wantonly kill a human being in my 
entire life. If I have committed a crime, the 
only crime I’ve committed is in judgment of my 
values. Apparently I valued my troops’ lives 
more than I did that of the enemy. 

“When my troops were getting massacred and 
mauled by any enemy I couldn’t see, I couldn’t 


feel and I couldn’t touch — that nobody in the 
military system ever described them as anything 
other than Communism — they didn’t give it 


a sex, they didn’t give it an-age. They never let 
me believe it was just a philosophy in a man’s 
mind. That was my enemy out there. 

“And when it became between me and that 
enemy, I had to value the lives of my troops— 
and I feel that was the only crime I have 
committed. 

“Yesterday, you stripped me of all my honor. 
Please, by your actions that you take here today 
don’t.strip future soldiers of their honor, I beg 
of you.”
